PROTECTING YOUR INVENTION OUTSIDE THE UNITED STATES 

Since the rights granted by a U.S. patent extend only throughout the territory of the United States and have no 
effect in a foreign country, an inventor who wishes patent protection in another country must apply for a patent in 
a specific country or in regional patent offices. Applicants may wish to consider the filing of an international 
application under the Patent Cooperation Treaty (PCT). An international (PCT) application generally has the same 
effect as a regular national patent application in each PCT-member country. The PCT process simplifies the 
filing of patent applications on the same invention in member countries, but does not result in a grant of "an 
international patent" and does not eliminate the need of applicants to file additional documents and fees in 
countries where patent protection is desired.

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Technical Field 

The present invention relates to a lme-muminating device and a contact-type 
image-scanning device (image sensor) in which the line-Murmnating device is 
incorporated. 

Background Art 

A contact-type image sensor is used as a device for scanning a document in a 
fecsimile machine, a copying machine, an image scanner or the like. The contact-type 
image sensor is provided with a lme-muminating device for linearly illuminating a 
document surface along a main scanning field. 

In the lme-muminating device, a bar-shaped light guide is accommodated in a 
casing, light from a light source (LED) is introduced into the bar-shaped light guide, and 
the light is allowed to reflect within the bar-shaped tight guide and be emitted from a 
light-emitting surface along the longitudinal direction of the bar-shaped light guide 
toward the document surface, in which the tight-emitting surfece is exposed from the 
casing (Patent Documents 1 and 2). There have been known a type in which a tight 
source is provided on one end of the casing, and a type in which light sources are 
provided on both ends of the casing.

Among the conventional lme-muminating devices, as for the type in which a 
light source is provided on one end, the light amount is insufficient, and the illumination 
intensity is non-uniform along the main scanning direction. Thus, a light-scattering 
pattern is provided. However, it is still difficult to completely solve the problem of
